For some years past Europe has been exposed to periodically 
recurring spasms of apprehension that a great Continental 
war had become inevitable—and, indeed, was close at hand. 
. Autumn has usually been the season in which this mis- 
fortune—and a serious misfortune it must be reckoned—

overtakes the world. The crops have then been gathered in, 
the material resources at the disposal of each country can be 
approximately estimated; and capitalists, in the ordinary 
pursuit of their vocation, begin to forecast the commercial 
prospects of the ensuing twelvemonth. There is always at 
this season a flutter of anxiety as to the probabilities of main- 
taining peace. No bold undertaking in trade can be risked,

no heavy responsibilities can be incurred, no large speculations 
can be ventured upon, in face of ominous signs of storm in 
the political atmosphere. It is not strange, therefore, that 
about this time of the year the nerves of monetary and com- 
mercial life should become abnormally sensitive, nor that every 
fact which can be accepted as an indication of the probable 
direction of international policy should assume an aspect of

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extraordinary importance and excite or dissipate a feeling of 
mistrust. It is a time which favours the prevalence of dis- 
quieting hallucinations ; and, unfortunately, the quicker sus- 
ceptibility of the public mind to gloomy impressions assists 
in epreading far and wide those rumours of war which under 
healthier conditions of the body politic would have had an 
ephemeral existence. r 

It is matter for deep regret that the political epidemic 
which thus paralyses the hands of commerce has this year 
fallen upon Europe with its accustomed virulence. Harvest 
has been followed in France and Germany by disturbing 
apprehensions of approaching war, and in all other countries 
the operations of trade are checked by the agitation which 
has made itself visible upon the face of these two Powers. 
Diplomatically, we believe, there is nothing amiss. The 
Emperor and the King of Prussia concur in giving reiterated 
assurances to their respective subjects that there is no ground 
for alaam. The Governments at Paris and Berlin hold official 
intercourse with each other on terms of mutual respect and 
courtesy. There is no semblance of a casus delli ; and, what 
is more, there are good reasons for concluding that neither 
ef the Sovereigns is desirous of finding or of making 
ene. France has on hand pacific enterprises large and im- 
portant enough to absorb all her spare capital and all her 
national energy for the next year, at least. Prussia has 
realised all her immediate intentions, and would prefer to 
wait a while before attempting to complete the organised 
unity of the Teutonic race. It is doubtful—we might be 
justified, perhaps, in using a stronger expression—whether 
the bulk of Frenchmen or of Germans entertain the least 
wish to be embroiled in a sanguinary contest with each other. 
We do not say that fraternal sympathy constitutes any strong 
tie between the two peoples, nor that jealousy of one another 
has no influence over their feelings. But they have too many 
and too weighty interests at stake to admit of any impatient 
wish to fly at one another’s throats. Their distrust of one 
another is rather speculative than practical—and, if left to 
themeelves, it would be long before their national dislikes 
ripened into enmity. 

Still, these autumnal war alarms are not altogether with- 
out reasonable cause. No one can maintain that they do 
not represent a real danger. The explosion may not happen 
just when it is most confidently anticipated, but the liability 
to explosion cannot well be denied. Both France and 
Germany keep up what are euphoniously called “ defensive 
establishments,’ the gigantic proportions of which present 
urgent inducements to use them as means of aggression. The 
machinery of war is at once so vast, so perfect, and so costly, 
that one can hardly affect surprise if a desire should spring 
up to put it in motion. France has lately reconstructed her 
army on a broader basis, has armed it with the most efficient 
weapons, has brought it into astate of the highest discipline, 
and has put her finances into a condition of temporary ease, 
with a view to being prepared for any sudden conflict with 
North Germany. The latter Power is equally on the alert 
against surprise. There is no quarrel, but they watch each 
ether’s movements as keenly as if there were. This armed 
peace is becoming more insupportable than war. To protract 
it much longer will be exhaustive to both countries. Neither of 
them will take the initiative in proposing disarmament. Both 
are under temptation to put an end to the present overstrained 
rivalry by an immediate trial of strength. In this state of 
affairs any chance spark may fire the train. War in the end 
is deemed by all parties to be inevitable. “The sooner the 
better,”’ expresses the feeling to which intolerable burdens are 
lending strength. Commerce sees it, and stands motionless, 
thereby adding to the peril it would fain avoid. 

This lamentable gravitation towards war, however, will 
have to overcome powerful counteraction before it can drag 
the two great Powers into collision. The Luxemburg affair 
has taught us that Governments, and even peoples, when most 
disposed to let loose their wrathful passions in the prosecution 
of an ambitious policy, may find themselves restrained by 
external influences, and compelled to give some heed to the 
dictates of reason and humanity. A duel between two 
neighbouring nations of the first order cannot be fought out 
without endangering the security and peace of all others, 
without seriously disturbing other interests than their own, 
without inflicting deep injuries upon many who are no parties 
to the original dispute. It is morally certain that if the 
calamity which so many apprehend should occur in the course 
of next year, the first decisive step taken towards it must be 
taken by France.. The objects which Count Bismarck has in 
view for Germany will be best realised by a gradual and 
pacific process. He has no motive -but the one alluded to for 
precipitating a conflict. It better suits his programme that 
the triumphs he has won should be consolidated by time, 
and that the complete union of Germany should result 
from spontaneous tendencies requiring a considerable period 
for their development, than that it should be instantly 
effected as a consequence of foreign aggression. To prevent 
war by a display of strength which will make even France 
hesitate before finally committing herself to it, will, doubtless, 
be the scope of his policy. To keep France isolated, and to 
gain for Germany the moral and material support of her 
neighbours, would offer a very formidable obstacle to 
aggression from beyond the Rhine. And the actual condition 
of things favours this course. Austria is almost bound by her 
dualistic constitution to stand aloof from both the principals 
in the anticipated struggle—from France by her German, 
from Prussia by her Hungarian, subjects. Italy has motives 
of equal force to remain neuter—she is but slowly, very 
slowly, recovering from exhaustion, and is under weighty 
obligations to both parties. Belgium and Holland are engaged 
by treaty as well as by choice to keep the sword in its 
seabbard. England is pledged to a policy of non-inter- 
vention. But Russia is free to act, and in her case, 
dynastic ties, and, to come ext nt, political sympathies, may 











be expected to incline her statesmen to a defensive alliance 
with Prussia. If recent rumours to the effect that Russia and 
Prussia are diplomatically drawing nearer to one another have 
any foundations in truth, it will require greater hardihood on 
the part of the French Goverument to pick a quarrel with 
North Germany for the sake of an immediate war than we 
imagine it to be capable of. Its responsibility, in such 
case, would be tremendous. 

It is not to be concealed, moreover, that there exists on both 
sides of the Rhine an immense mass of inert opinion averse to 
war, which the close approach towards collision would galvanise 
into activity. The election which took plice so lately, in the 
department of Jura, indicates an alienation of temper in the 
rural population of France too serious to be trifled with ; and, 
if an extension of the area of military conscription has excited 
s0 much angry feeling, what is likely to be the effect of a near 
prospect of the frightful drain upon the population which war 
will establish? Besides, during the last five-and-twenty years 
France has become a great commercial nation. That she is 
rapidly accumulating wealth, the biddings for the last loan 
prove incontestably ; and -vealth rapidly accumulated, not in 
the hands of a few gigantic firms, but in moderate amounts 
spread over a vast breadth of society, may be considered as 
constituting a heavy bail against any wanton breach of the 
peace. International jealousies may make themselves every- 
where visible ; but when they clash with substantial interests 
and urgent pursuits they are apt enough to give place to 
sobriety of judgment. The Emperor probably knows this, 
and relies upon it for counterbalancing the military pressure 


| which is put upon him. A great war successfully concluded 


would make him a helpless instrument in the hands of the 
army: unsuccessfully concluded, or long protracted, would be 
fatal to his dynasty. 

We are not, therefore, so convinced that war is at hand as 
appears to be taken for granted by some of the French 
journals. The war alarms of the season may, we think, pass 
off as they have done before. Europe will not willingly 
permit the uplifting of the scourge for the mere gratification 
of military lust—and to military lust alone can the existing 
bias to war be ascribed. The danger, however, presents a 
likely opportunity for convening a conference of the Powers 
for mutual consultation on the expediency of a large and 
general disarmament to be simultaneously effected. Lord 
Stanley and Baron Beust could not give themselves to a nobler 
or more needed diplomatic enterprise. The initiative step 
might with much propriety be jointly taken by them. They 
might fail, it is true; but even failure in such a grandly 
beneficent attempt would encircle their names with a halo of 
glory, and make humanity their debtor. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

‘ Paris, Thursday, Sept 3. 
The past has been a dull week with us. We have had a Royal 
visit, it is true—the Count and Countess de Girgenti, from Spain, 
who, after a brief sojourn in Paris, started for Fontainebleau, where 
they arrived on Monday afternoon. Hardly, however, had they 
poe Ba hands with the Emperor and the Empress before they were 
driven off to the forest—to a stag-hunt, I presume—as, aftera state 
dinner, a curée by torchlight took place in the oval court of the 
palace. Later, they went to the theatre; then they were enter- 
tained at supper; and at two o’clock in the morning they returned 
by special train to Paris. Surely, it was hardly worth while coiwing 
all the way from Spain to pay such a flying visit as this! 

The Government raid against Za Lanterne has caused that 
lively and spiteful little publication to succumb. Not only was the 
last number seized before a single copy got into the hands of the 
public, but the editor, M. Rochefort, has been sentenced to two 
years and one month’s imprisonment and to fines amounting to 
20,000f. No wonder, under these circumstances, that he has trans- 
ferred himself to Brussels. The sale of the Figaro, whose chief 
editor was associated with M. Rochefort in the proprietorship of Za 
Lanterne, has recently been interdicted in the streets, and the paper 
is being proceeded against on various grounds by the authorities. 
Since the new law according “‘ freedom to the press,’’ there have 
been more newspaper prosecutions than ever. Every day some little 
provincial journal is fined, perhaps, a couple of hundred francs, so 
as to keep the rest on their best behaviour. 

The venerable Count de Montalembert met with a serious acci- 
dent the other day at Charquemont, while seated in a light carriage, 
the driver of which had dismounted and removed the horse’s bridle 
to give it a feed of hay. The animal started off, knocked down and 
killed the coachman, who tried to intercept him, and overturned the 
vehicle, precipitating M. de Montalembert to the ground. M. 
Nelaton was telegraphed for, but it turned out that the Count had 
received no very serious injury. 

We have had a d sate dael between two journalists who had 
been attacking each other in their respective papers for some days 
previously, and, finding argument and even abuse of no avail, had re- 
course to the sharp and swift arbitration of the sword. M. Lissagaray, 
editor of the Avenir of Auch, posted up to Paris and challenged 
his adversary, M. Paul de Cassagnac, of the Pays. It was settled 
that the weapons used were to be ordinary foils, with the buttons 
broken off the points. The parties met in the garden of a house 
at Vesinet, a few miles from Paris, and fought with desperation for 
twenty minutes, when M. Li y received such a severe wound 
in the left breast that the combat had to be suspended. As soon as 
he had partially recovered he wished it to be resumed; but the 
seconds were opposed to this course, and he was conveyed on a 
mattress to the railway station, and thence to Paris. Arrived there, 
he sent word to his adversary that it was his intention to continue 
the combat at the earliest practicable moment. 

France will soon be literally overrun with statues. A prejudice 
has recently set in in favour of erecting statues to painters of a 
bygone era, and the other day Greuze had this honour conferred on 
him in Tournus, his native town. He was certainly the cleverest 
painter of purely natural scenes that French art produced during 
the highly artificial period of the eighteenth century. M. Arsene 
Houssaye, who has written charmingly about Greuze—not merel 
the Greuze the painter, but Greuze the lover, Greuze the h 
Greuze the boon companion, and Greuze the —!

On reaching the room where Metcalf was, 
he struck him with the butt end of a large fishing-rod and then 
ran away. Dawson was soon after arrested by a policeman. 
Metcalf was able to reach the city to prefer the charge against 
Dawson, but fainted at the station and was conveyed to the hospital, 
where he died during the night.

Viceroy or Inpia. No other title of equal magnificence is in 
the gift of any Sovereign or people in the world. Its more 
sound is something to enchain imagination, but the reality of 
its meaning is the grandest of facts. The position of the 
holder of the office of representative of the Empress of India is 
so splendid that it seems a use of weak words to say that the 
man should have shown himself, either by great deeds, or by 
the intellect which guarantees great deeds, worthy to be hailed 
by such a name, It is difficult to address oneself to such a 
theme without apparent exaggeration, yet what exaggeration 
can there be in dwelling on the importance of a ruler of two 
hundred millions of souls? Ought we to feel rebuked for 
regarding the position as so very superb, by perceiving how it 
is regarded by her Majesty's Government? Assuredly the 
Cabinet iconoclasts have done their best to destroy any 
veneration which we might entertain for the great place, for 
they have given it to Lord Mayo. 

Let us at once descend from any kind of altitude by making 
the most commonplace prelude to what we have to say on this 
most disagreeable subject. We have no word of objection to 
the Irish Secretary, except as the successful candidate for the 
Viceroyalty. Everybody knows everything about Lord Mayo, 
and that is nearly the worst of it. For, in the absence of 
proof that he is a great man, we should like to have a right to 
think it possible that he may become one. But both are denied. 
We know quite well all that Lord Mayo has done, and we know 
him well enough to be perfectly sure that he will never do 
anything more remarkable. He is a tolerably good official, 
who has signally failed on the only occasion when he hada 
large case to deal with; but this failure was not so much 
his fault as that of those who set him to make bricks 
without straw, though a really able man would have accom- 
plished the tale of the bricks, or made the world think 
that he had done so. He is a very good-hearted 
Irishman, his friends say; and he is a keen sportsman. What 
managing the Irish members well may mean is a question 
which we are not careful to discuss; but, as the merit is 
claimed for him by partisans of the Cabinet, let it be st 
down to his account. He is a particularly unpleasant 
speaker ; but this is not of much consequence in itself, because 
a Viceroy’s speeches are chiefly prepared documents ; it is of 
consequence, because the noble Lord's style indicates an order 
of mind which is by no means a high one. All this would be 
weighty objection to any nobleman or gentleman who might 
be about to accept a very important office at home, where he 
would have the benefit of the immediate advice and control of 
his superiors ; but the objection acquires a terrible ponderosity 
when it applies to the successor of Sir John Lawrence. 

It is due to the millions of our fellow-subjects in India, 
and especially to those among them who, from the circum- 
stances of their position, confront the mighty questions which 
affect British rule in the East, that, with the despatches that 
announce the ratification of the appointment of Lord Mayo, 
India should distinctly understand that the public at home 
disapprove of the selection that has been made. If India has 
needed such men as Lawrence, Elgin, Canning, Dalhousie, 
Hardinge, Ellenborough, and Bentinck, she cannot be 
efficiently served by Lord Mayo. If, during the last forty 
years, we have been wasting intellectual power in India, and 
have been supplying her with men much too great for their 
duties, that is another matter, and the Government organs 
may as well say so in plain terms, inasmuch as this is the only 
construction which India herself will place upon the appoint- 
ment. But, we repeat, and we would say it as seriously as 
possible, if without the use of words of needless offence, the 
selection of the Irish Secretary as the successor of Sir John 
Lawrence.dis made in opposition to the feelings of the people 
of England. 

We have never written harshly of the present Adminis- 
tration. On the contrary, holding the opinion of the great 
Duke of Wellington that the first business of a loyal citizen is 
to help the Government of the Queen, we have thought it our 
duty to point out that Mr. Disracli’s Cabinet came into exist- 
ence under circumstances that gave it a claim to forbearance 
even from those whose political convictions were adverse to 
the doctrines of the Conservative party. Further, we have 
lost few opportunities of recognising the fact that something 
more than negative regard ought to be shown to Mr. Disraeli 
for the singular adroitness, tact, and frankness with which he 
has conducted the Government in a House of Commons that 
had been summoned by a Liberal Premier, and which con- 
tained a numerical majority over the friends of the Ad- 
ministration. More: we think, and have said, that, in 
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bringing the apparently hopeless tangle of Reform, which 
Cabinet after Cabinet had flung down in despair, into some- 
thing like order, and with no more cutting of gordian knots than 
was perhaps necessary when all parties had lost the patience 
that waits untying, Mr. Disraeli has done good service te 
the nation, and has deserved far better at its hands than to be 
treated with the spiteful malevolence manifested by too many 
of his antagonists. Therefore, in recording our unqualified 
regret that he dispatches Lord Mayo to India, we are not 
to be accused of any hostility to the Administration, to 
which we have humbly endeavoured to be just, and to which 
we have not unfrequently had the satisfaction of being 
friendly. But we hold the Indian appointment to be too great 
a mistake to be passed over upon the ground of any merits in 
the Ministry that has made it. 

We will not descend to argue with those who defend ths 
selection in the manner most humiliating to the cause they 
espouse. We have certainly seen it urged that there wis no- 
body else to send. Is that a thing to be said in England? 
Are we to be told that im all the ranks of English gentlemen, 
among all the highly cultivated, honourable, courageous, 
patriotic men of whom, be their politics what they may, we 
are all so proud, no man of mark can be found to accept the 
splendid post of the Indian Viceroy? This is a little 
too much for ordinary patience. Nay, we would apologise 
to Lord Mayo himself for recognising such a plea, insulting 
alike to him and to the country. It is not our business to 
point out half a dozen men who would have been proud of so 
glorious a trust, and any of whom would have been welcomed 
to the East, but their names are patent. We can only add 
that there is yet time for a reconsideration of the step; and 
the best proof that Lord Mayo could give that he is capable of 
greater things than he has yet done would be his represeating 
to the Cabinet that he has been able to collect the opinion of 
the nation on the subject, and that he prefers to serve his 
Sovereign in some office at home. We have, however, no par- 
ticular hope that this course will be taken ; and we have done 
our own duty in expressing our conviction that the appoint- 
ment of Lord Mayo is a mistake—and more.

On Sunday the Queen and the me ambers of the Royal family 
attended Divine service, performed at the Pension Wallis by the 
Rev. R. Duckworth. 

A short time since the Queen visited the cattle-sheds on the 
Gutsch, while a servant was engaged feeding the beasts. The man 
saluted her Majesty with ‘‘ Good-day, Madame Queen.’’ Her 
Majesty smiled and asked various questions as to the management 
of the cattle. Upon another occasion the Queen went to Goldau 
and took a seat upon a rock to draw, while her suite went on the 
Schritt. After some time her Majesty called a poor woman who 
was standing near and desired her to summon her attenlants to 
return, for which service the Queen amply rewarded her. 

Preparations are in progress for the reception of the Queen at 
Windsor Castle. According to the latest arrangements her 
Majesty will return from Lucerne on Friday next, and after a few 
days’ stay at the castle the Court will proceed to Balmoral.

COUNTRY NEWS. 


A prize-fight has been stopped at Bowling, near Bradford, by the 
West Riding constabulary. 

There was a severe snowstorm, accompanied with a violent gale, 
at Braemar, on Thursday week, The cold was intense, and some 
of the snow was unmelted twenty-four hours after falling. 


At the meeting of the Liverpool Town Council, on Wednesday, 
it was resolved that an additional sum of £150,000, as provided by 
the Act of 1865, should be borrowed for the purpose of improving 
the public parks of Liverpool. 


An accident, fortunately attended with no loss of life, took 
place on the Great Eastern Railway on Tuesday. The axletree of 
the luggage-van attached to an express train suddenly parted, and 
some of the carriages left the rails. Many of the passengers were 
severely shaken. 


On Wednesday the Manchester and Liverpool Agricultural 
Society held its annual public show at Southport. The exhibition 
was a great success, especially from a financial point of view, for 
while the receipts last year were about £914, this year they amounted 
to more than £1000. 


A great gathering of the Yorkshire and Lancashire Wesleyans 
took place at Ilkley, on Saturday last, to witness the laying of the 
memorial stone of a handsome new chapel to be built there 
The ceremony was performed by Mr. E. Holden, of Bradford, who 
has contributed, with his father and brother, £200 to the funds. 


The members of the British Association, favoured z= fine day, 
enjoyed some pleasant excursions on Thursday week, the more 
serious business of the congress having come to an end. At the 
banquet given by the Mayor of Norwich to the members of the 
association, the Bishop of the diocese said the great gathering which 
had now closed had tended to show that men of faith should inquire 
more and men of science believe more. 


The freedom of the burgh of Forfar was last week conferred on 
the Earl of Strathmore, in the Townhall, in presence of a large 
and influential assemblage. Amongst those mt were the 
Countess of Strathmore, Lord Glamis, the Hon. Francis Lyon, the 
Provost, mpeg! and Town Clerk of Forfar, and most of the 
lending mem of the legal, medical, and clerical professions, as 
well as the principal merchants in the town. 


In the year 1865, for which the returns have recently been 
issued, there were 133 suicides in Scotland—one in every 23,579 of 
the estimated population. Fifty-eight of these deaths were by 
hanging, 40 by cut-throat, 17 oy poison, 12 by drowning, 2 by gun- 
shot, 2 by precipitation from a height, 2 in ways not stated. The 
number of suicides in England in the same year was 1392, or one in 
every 15,080 of the estimated population; so that to two suicides 
in Scotland there were three in England in a like population. 


The passengers in another railway train have had a narrow 
escape from being burnt alive. The Scotch express, which left 
King’s-cross at a quarter past nine o'clock on Wednesday night, 
was, it is stated, found to be on fire, at a quarter to eleven, when 
ten miles north of Huntingdon, and the luggage in the composite 
carriage in the centre of the train was destroyed. The screams of 
the passengers arrested the driver's attention. Fortunately, all the 
passengers were rescued. The train was detained forty minutes. 


Mr. Joseph Day, a member of the Dews bury Town Council, has 
offered to give £2500 towards the establishment and maintenance 
of an infirmary for Dewsbury, Batley, Heckmondwike, and 
Mirfield, provided £50,000 be raised before twelve months have 
expired. He also promises to give £2000 in case only £40,000 be 
subscribed, and proportionately to £20,000. He offers to give a 
large sum of money annually towards maintaining a dispensary 
until the more important institution, an infirmary, is completed. 

A serious gas explosion took place at Weymouth, last Saturday 
night, on the premises of Mr. Hann, a confectioner of that town. 
No escape of gas had been noticed, and yet, at about ten o’clock, 


so severe an explosion took place that the whole contents of the 
shop were blown into the street and the building was completely 
wrecked. The shopwoman was seriously injured, one of her legs 


being broken, and the flesh torn off the other and her arms. Some 
children in bed, up stairs, were unhurt; but the opposite houses 
were damaged and some of their inmates burnt. 


Earl Russell has written a letterto the agent of his Irish estates, 
in which his Lordship, after pointing out the duties respectively of 
landlord and tenant in their social relations, reminds his agent that 
the landlord has no claim whatever to coerce the votes of his 
tenantry. ‘I can only wish them,"’ says the noble Earl, “‘ to vote 
according to their own opinions, and shall not interfere in any way 
with their decision. Parliament has conferred votes upon those 
who are deemed fit to elect members of Parliament, and it would be 
& grave political offence to control the freedom of choice thus 
conferred.” 


The china and earthenware manufacturers of the Staffordshire 
tteries, as represented by the local chamber of commerce, have 
concluded a convention with their workmen for the settlement of 
arbitration. The board to whom future dif- 
referred is composed of ten manufacturers 
nominated by the chamber and ten workmen appointed at a large 
public meeting held last week at Hanl It is a noteworthy fact 
that one of the first questions adi to the Liberal candidates 
for the representation of the Potteries was, ‘‘ Will you vote for a 
legislative enactment making the decision of boards of arbitration 
binding on the parties appe to them?’ The affirmative 
answers given were loudly applauded.

The returns of the emigration agents at Live 
during the past month there has been a considerable falling off in 
the emigration ~t that port. During August there sailed under the 
Act to the United States twenty ships, with 8333 ngers, of 
which number 3007 were English, 289 Scotch, 1514 Irish, and 2623 
of other countries; the remainder were cabin passengers, whose 
nationalities are not given. There were six ships to Canada, with 
1516 passengers, of whom 808 were English, 4 Scotch, 36 Irish, and 
671 foreigners. Of ships not under the Act there were eight, with 
904 passengers: to Victoria, three ships, with 139; to Queensland, 
one, with 30; to Canada, one, with 63; to China, one, with 6; to 
Africa, one, with 20; to the West Indies, two, with 13; and to 
South America, five, with 131; making a total of twenty-two ships 
and 1296 passengers. The total emigration for the month included 
11,154 persons, against 12,575 in the same month of last year. 


The salmon-fishing in England closed on Tuesday, except for 
the rod, the sportsmen having two months’ license after the nets 
and fixed engines have ceased to be lawful. The past season has 
been, on the whole, a bad one. The long drought prevented the 
fish getting far up the rivers, and the fishing was mostly confined 
to the estuaries. This was peculiarly the case in the Severn, which 
has a large estuary, into which the fish entered in large numbers in 
July, and would have been distributed for eighty miles up the 
country, at least, had there been fresh water to tempt them, but 
unless there is a “‘ fresh '’ in the river, salmon will not travel far out 
of the tideway. Hence for two months of the latter end of the 
season the net-fishermen above the tideway took very few fish, 
while those in the estuary and the fixed engines, the putts and 
putchers, were reaping a good harvest. The run of grils oe 

ytchers—i.e., young salmon on their first run up the rivers from 
the sea—was very small. Some remarkably large fish— 301lb. to 
52lb. each—were taken in the Severn in the past season. 


The annual meeting of fhe governors of the Margate Roya! Sea 
3athing Infirma: was held, on Monday, at the hospital, at 
Westbrook, near Margate—Mr. 8. Tomkins in the chair. Thore 
was an unusually full attendance. The Rev. Mr. Hodgson, the 
hon. secretary, read a long and interesting report of the working ef 
the past year. The total number of patients under treatmeat 
during the past year have been 894, the greater part being from 
London and its neighbourhood. Of the above number more thaa 
twenty were discharged cured, while the great majority of the re- 
mainder left materially benefited. The patients were of both 
sexes, and of all ages. There are 250 beds in the hospital, all of 
which are fully occupied during the greater part of the year, and 
more than half the number during the winter months, the hospital 
now being kept open the whole year, instead of during the summer 
months only ; this desirable alteration having been accomplished 
through the success attending the “‘ fund in aid’’ derived from the 
5s. annual subscriptions inaugurated thirteen years since by the 
Rev. Mr. Hodgson, the number of subscribers to this fund last year 
amounting to about 7000. During the last year an addition has 
been made to the north wing, by which accommodation has beea 
obtained for twelve more beds, and another addition was contem- 
plated, on the west side, which would provide accommodation for 
eighteen more beds.

subscriptions had been £1653; the total income for the year had 
been £13,962; and, after investing £5500 and paying al! expenses 
of the hospital, there was a balance in hand of £1208.

A new discussion is something in these dull days; and, though in 
other months the question whether Dissenting ministers are well 
treated by their flocks and their deacons might not appear to be 
very exciting, we are now thankful to the Ze/egraph for permitting 
correspondence on the subject. The letters are characterised by a 
fresh phraseology—fresh, I mean, to worldly readers; though the 
writers would not be aware that they were using peculiar language, 
and I do not in the least accuse them of cant. hey write as they 
talk and as their fathers before them were wont to talk. As regards 
the question itself, it is tolerably clear that a very large number of 
men who are doing good work are doing it for miserable pay, and I 
have not much respect for sundry deacons and such like who allege 
that a minister ought to be glad to discharge his duty for its own 
sake, and not to think of the ‘‘ dirty lucre.’’ This is in itself sheer 
trash ; but there is something more. Whether the retail tradesmen 
who write such humbug are in the least less worldly in their 
dealings than the least ‘‘serious’’ of their neighbours may not un- 
reasonably be doubted; but that is a small matter. The 
point worthy remark from an outside position is that men 
who object to the Church idea of a clergyman show that they 
regard their minister as a superior ee Oy at all events, asa dif- 
ferent being from ordinary persons. They would have him a sort 
of monk, who is to go about preaching and praying, but is to have 
very little money, and is not to estimate worldly position and com- 
fort as any part of the reward he ought to expect. Naturally, the 
educated minister, who has no intention of being a monk, and who 
desires a happy household and social enjoyments, is disgusted at 
having such views preached at him; and in the correspondence in 
question several pastors have taken courage to express their ideas, 
and to complain of the sordid stinginess of their flocks. Another 
point taken is the conduct of many ‘* deacons,”’ who, being illiterate 
and without any title to dictate to their minister, are not ashamed to 
take him to task, not}merely ,for his sermons, but on minor points 
in his life—his friendships, his studies, his recreations. A system 
of petty but grinding tyranny is revealed by this correspondence, 
and it may be—I will not say consoling, for no good man can be 
glad to know that he has a fellow-sufferer, but interesting to the 
Anglican clergyman who struggles to live like a gentleman on a 
very poor stipend, to be aware that there are other ministers, as well 
educated and as sensitive as himself, who have to endure the same 
trouble, with the addition of a coarse surveillance by their inferiors, 
who dole out to them a grudged allowance. The poorest English 
Curate is spared this humiliation, and it is painful to think how 
many Dissenting ministers have to endure it.

The 
singularly placid but resolved way in which the excellent magistrate 
has dealt with the prize-fighting gang is worthy of all admiration. 
I have not the least idea whether there was ever any real intention 
to have a fight at all. There is but one single contest of any kind, 
racing, shooting, fighting, running, rowing, billiards, all included, 
which one is quite certain is going to be an honest thing—the 
University boat-race. Everything else on which money can be put 
suggests a **do’’ somewhere. en and Goss may, however, have 
been meant to fight; and that they would do so was so boldly 
proclaimed in all the papers, by official advertisement, that one 
would think that there was no such thing as law in the 
land. However, on the eve of the day fixed for combat 
Mr. Allen was discovered by the police, by what means 
is of no particular consequence. When he should, or rather should 
not, have been fighting, that champion was awaiting an interview 
with Sir Thomas Henry at Bow-street, and when this was accorded 
Sir Thomas demanded high security that no fight should occur. It 
is said, probably falsely, that “‘ parties’’ were in court ready with 
moderate bail, which it would have answered their purpose to give 
and to forfeit, but Sir Thomas Henry declined to take anything that 
it would have been worth while to throw away. An attorney made, 
apparently as matter of form, suggestions that lighter terms should 
be granted; but the magistrate “‘ had considered everything,”’ and 
would move no jot. On the second application there was a little 
more humour in the proceedings. It was urged that there could be 
no fight as the day had gone by. Sir Thomas was by no means 
sure of that—the day could be altered. But Mr. Allen had been 
in prison, and was no longer up to themark of combat. Sir Thomas 
was not sure of that either. fe had got his man, and meant to 
keep him until safe bound. Everybody ought to be glad that at 
last there is evidence that the magistrates are in earnest in resolving 
to put down these fights. There was a great deal to be said for 
them years ago; nothing can now be said that is not dead against 
them. Mr. Goss fears that something worse will come up, but his 
fears are professional.

THE MAGAZINES. 

The Cornhill is fairly attractive this month. Mr. Lever's story, 
which has hitherto relied mainly on the ease and spirit of its dia- 
logue, is now putting in a claim to interest on the score of its inci- 
dents. These are not very probable, but they undoubtedly awake 
curiosity. ‘The Stockbroker at Dinglewood”’ is a pretty, lady- 
like story. ‘* Pocket Boroughs’ is a disquisition on the 
nature of these anomalous institutions, illustrated by an ac- 
count of a visit to two of those abolished by the first 
Reform Bill—Ludgershall and Great Bodwyn. ‘Thoughtfulness 
in Dress’’ is very didactic without being very suggestive. Mr. 
Macfarren writes an essay to prove that the English are naturally 
a musical people, but have been perverted by the Italian opera. If 
England is never to be musical until the opera is unfashionable, 
the prospect of her amendment in this matter is remote indeed. 
We therefore hope that Mr. Macfarren is mistaken. ‘‘ Theology 
in Extremis’’ isa powerful lyrical sketch in Mr. Browning's 
manner, ‘*A Story of an Old Spanish Rover’’ (Pedro Nino, 
A.D. 1380-1450) is so far a misnomer that nautical enterprise was 
but an episode in its hero’s career. Pedro's naval adventures, how- 
ever, were the most interesting of his exploits to Englishmen, as in 
the course of them’ he {attempted to plunder Portland, Poole, 
and Plymouth. He had better success at home, where he married 
a Princess and became a great Baron. Even this abridged nar- 
rative is rich in the most picturesque and characteristic traits of 
medizval life. It is curious to find Portland represented as an island 
at low water. This certainly is not the case now, and we do not 
believe that it was so in the days of Pedro Nino. 

The most remarkable paper in Fraser is a striking exposition of 
the manner in which the law of natural selection, by virtue of 
which the stronger individuals of a species are preserved, while the 
weaker die out, is, in the case of civilised man, counteracted by the 
humane and philanthropic arrangements which conscience and 
religion impose 7 society. This side of the question is power- 
fully exhibited; but the writer has forgotten to point out that the 
same social influences which preserve the weak from extinction 
protect the strong from lapsing into the condition of the weak. 
An article on the present condition of selenographic research 
is full of interest. The writer evidently leans to the con- 
clusion that the moon may possess an atmosphere, and even 
vegetation. The capricious character and checkered career 
of Gustavus III. of Sweden are ably, though briefly, sketched in 
another paper. There perhaps never was so conspicuous an illus- 
tration of the transmission of hereditary character as is afforded by 
the Royal Swedish house of Vasa. ‘The Caucasian Champion of 
the Church’ is an attempt to excite religious prejudice against Mr. 
Disraeli. This unworthy weapon is borrowed from the right hon. 
gentleman’s own armoury, where it had better have remained. 
**The Alcoholic Controversy ”’ is‘a manifesto—surely a little out of 
place in Fraser—from that section of the temperance party which 
seeks to gain its ends by political agitation. It is chiefly noticeable 
for the very intelligible threat that if the chiefs of the Liberals will 
not introduce a Permissive Bill, the teetotallers will turn Tories. 
Will they then vote for the repeal of the malt tax ? 

Maemitlan is unfortunate in the fact that its best contribution, 
Professor Huxley’s lecture ‘‘On a Piece of Chalk,’’ haying been 
delivered before the British Association at Norwich, has just been | 
read by all the world in the daily papers. The substance of Mr 
Dicey’s remarks on the probable constitution of next Parliament 
has also been anticipated in a hundred places. Mr. De Vere's 
** Autumnal Ode’’ is a fine example of stately style, sonorous 
versification, and noble if not very original thoughts expressed with 
a kind of subdued enthusiasm. ‘‘ The Beust Régime in Austria” is a 
graphic description of that Minister's perplexity between the 
Germans and the Slavonians, whose irreconcilable demands it is 
equally perilous to refuse or to concede. The Baron, as the world 
knows, is at present sitting very uncomfortably on the German 
horn of his dilemma ; our author thinks he would be much easier | 
upon the Slavonian. It may be so; but, as Cobbett used to say, 
we do not vouch for the fact. The writer of the paper on “‘ Women | 
Physicians’’ discusses two questions of much abstruseness—tirst, | 
where are the daughters of A‘sculapius to receive their education ? | 
To which the response is, Zurich. Second—can lady physicians be | 
married women’ This is so tremendous a problem that we should 
suggest that its consideration be postponed until one of them 
receives an offer. 

Mr. Trollope, having returned from the United States, turns his 
travels to account in a paper on American Reconstruction in Saint 
Pauls. He draws a forcible picture of the oppressed condition of 
the South (where he does not seem to have been), but he omits to | 
observe that the present scheme of reconstruction was only decreed 
by Congress after less stringent methods had been tried in vain. | 
There is nothing else noticeable in the number, except a very 
pleasant paper on the Norfolk “broads,” so interesting to the 
sportsman and naturalist; and Mr. Trollope’s own fiction, 
**Phineas Finn,’’ which, if not so interesting or humorous as some 
of his works, is, at all events, eminently readable. 

The readers of Blackwood will probably turn first of all to the 
new romance, ‘“*‘ Madame Aurelia.”” Nor will they be disappointed, 
for the plot is interesting, and the style bears such a cachet of dis- 
tinction as is not often met with in magazine fiction. It is probably 
by the author of the late pretty but tragic tale of artist like on the 
Continent, for the situation on which the story hinges is nearly the 
same. This repetition, however, is largely compensated by the in- 
troduction of an element of Itali and a masterly por- 
trait of its chief representative in our day. The Staff Officer’s com- 
munications from Abyssinia are conc. — and preserve their 
interest to the last. A memoir of the youn retender is much too 
partial; and the second instalment of the Tiegeanhey of Mr. Disraeli 
is chiefly occupied with an attempt to gloss over the capital and 
inexpiable error of the Conservative party, their separation from Sir 
Robert Peel. 

With the exception of Mr. T. Trollope’s story, which is fluent 
and easy enough, the Fortnightly maintains its character as a reper- 
tory of hard, dry g.

THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 

We tow conclude the series of Illustrations of the late British 
expedition in Abyssinia, which have been published in this Journal 
since the beginning of October last year. They a‘ford a complete 
diorama of the most picturesque features of the scenery, from 
Annesley Bay to Magdala, traversed by the march of Lord Napier’s 
army; the bustle . aes at Woolwich, at Bombay, at 
Suez, and at the Z nding-place; the camps and fortified 
positions which were successively occupied by our troops; the 
strange shore; the wild-looking Kooma ice and Tekonda Passes, 
leading from the sea to the highland ain at Senafe; the inter- 
views with Prince Kassai, the ruler of Tigré, who came 
from Adowa, his capital, to meet the British Commander- 
in-Chief; the Abyssinian towns of Adigerat and Antalo, 
whose markets supplied both cattle and forage; the very rug; 
and mountainous region of Wojjerat and Lasta, through 
which the advanced portion of our army had next to struggle; the 
Wadela and Talanta districts, with their inh abitants, who had most 
recently suffe red the effects of King Theodore’s oppressive rule; 
the precipitous chasm of the Bashilo, which our troops and artillery 
crossed before fighting the battle of Arogee, on Good Friday; then 
comes a spirited and strictly accurate view of that engagement; 
and one of the assault of Magdala on Easter Monday. The 
interior of that fortress, as well as its rocky environs; the suicide of 
King Theodore, and the shocking evidences of his cruelty; the 
huts in which our fellow-count: en had dwelt so long, chained, 
starved, insulted, and threatened with death; and the conflagration 
which, by Sir Robert Napier’s order, consumed every vestige of 
human habitation in the tyran t’s boasted stronghold, are shown in 
later Illustrations. The return march, the dispersion of 
the host of native soldiery with their families, glad to be 
released from a hated service; the songs of triumph and 
gratitude with which the victors were greeted on their homeward 
road; the untimely death and funeral of Th eodore’s ill-treated 
Queen, and the kind protection afforded to his orphan child; the 
parting interview with the Prince of Tigré, and the final departure 
of Sir Robert Napier from Abyssinia, are equally well displayed. 
Lastly, we have illustrated some incidents of his reception in 
England, and of the manner in which he has been welcomed and 
honoured, as he deserves, for his admirably prompt and skilful 
performance of the military task intrustel to him. The En- 
gravings of all these subjects, numbering several hundred, form 
collectively a very complete pictorial history of one of the most 
remarkable episodes in the recent annals of the British Empire. 

We now give the Portraits of two very distinguished o 
Major-General Sir Charles Staveley, K.C.B., and Colonel Sir W. L. 
Merewether, (lately made a Knight of the Star of India), who cer- 
tainly stand next to Lord Napier of Magdala in rank and merit for 
the part they took in the Abyssinian expedition. 

General Sir C. W. D. Staveley was second in command of the whole 
army from the first. This gallant officer, who entered the service ia 
1833, commanded the 44th Regiment of Infantry at the siege of 
Sebastopol, and was Aide-de-Camp to the Duke of Cambridge at the 
Alma and Balaklava. Having been appointed next to Sir R. Napier 
when the Abyssinian ex lition was organised, he arrived at Zulla 
on Dec. 6, 1867, exactly four weeks before the Commander-in-Chief, 
who was busy with his preparations at Bombay. Sir Charles 
Staveley found that the arrangements for landin g stores and the 
Land Transport department had fallen into great confusion, by no 
fault of any of the persons on the spot, but solely from defects of 
organisation, against which both Sir Robert Napier and Colonel 
Phayre, the Quartermaster-General, had in vain protested two or 
three months before. It was by the energy and decision of Sir Charles 
Staveley that, to quote Sir Robert Napier’s later despatches, “‘ the 
foundation of order was laid at Zulla.’’ When the army at length set 
out upon its march of 375 m iles to Magdala, Sir Charles took command 
of the First Division. On the day of the only serious conflict, Apri 
10, he commanded the troops e at Arogee; and on the 13th 
he commanded at the assault on gdala. The executive direction 
of some other important operations was committed by Sir Robert 
Napier to his hands, and always disch with great zeal and 
ability, which Sir Robert has acknowledged. 

The other Portrait is that of Colonel Merewether, now Chief 
Commissioner of Government in Scinde. As the Resident and 

dlitical agent of the British Government at Aden, Lieut.-Colonel 
erewether had been actively in the Abyssinian affair 
since Mr. Rassam's mission to solicit the release of Consul Cameron, 
which resulted in the imprisonment of Mr. Rassam himself, in 
April, 1866. All the members of that mission—namely, Mr. 


Rassam, Lieutenant Prideaux, and Dr. Blanc, had been 
sent from Aden, where they had previously been attached 
to Colonel Merewether’s residency. He therefore fclt the 


strongest personal as well as official interest in the efforts to obtain 
their liberation. Having come to England, he conferred with Lord 
Stanley, in the autumn of 1866, when Mr. Flad was here with a. 
message to the Queen from King Theodore and a request for gifts 
of machinery and workmen. Colonel Merewether undertook to 
manage the negotiations, though he already felt sure that force 
must ultimately be resorted to; but the Government hesitated to 
venture on so costly an enterprise as a war in Abyssinia. He pur- 
chased the articles to be presented to King Theodore, and engaged 
Mr. Talbot, an engineer, with six English workmen, who accom- 
panied him on his return to Massowah; but he would not 
allow them to put themselves in the King’s hands until Mr. 
Rassam, Captain Cameron, Mr, Stern, and their companions should 
have been set free. This gave Theodore a pretext for breaking off 
the negotiations, and war was declared a few months later. 
Colonel Merewether made good use of the time in examining the 
little known African shores of the Red Sea, Hawakil Bay, Annesley 
y, and the adjacent country, upon which he sent to his Govern- 
ment many valuable reports. e was tly assisted by Mr. 
Munzinger, the French and English Vice-Consul at Massowah, who 
knows Abyssinia, its people, and language very intimately, having 
married a lady of that country. When, in August of last 
year, the Bombay Government was commissioned to prepare 
the military = gy and Sir Robert Napier was —s 
to its command, a reconnoitring party, composed of al 
Merewether, Colonel Pha the Kehar Quartermaster- 
General, and Celonel Wilkins, of the Royal Engineers, with repre- 
sentatives also of the Commissariat and Medical Departmonta, was 
sent to Annesley Bay. These officers, with a small force of 
and other soldiers, ‘ormed a vast amount of work between the 
early part of Oct , When they landed, and the end of the year.

member of the reconnoitring staff, had an -—_ opportunity of 
making those admirable sketches of the neighbouring scenery 
which were engraved in our Journal. The labours in which 
the pioneers and sappers were at this time engaged were 
building a stone pier 300 yards in length, erecting sheds 
for Commissariat stores, laying down a tramway from 
Zulla to Koomaylee, making a clear road up the Koomaylee 
Pass, dig wells, and doing many other things necessary for the 
accomm ion of an army. Colonel Merewether, himself then 
holding temporary rank as a Brigadier-General, was meantime 
engaged, with other officers and civilian assistants, in exploring the 
whole country within fifty miles; treating with the chiefs of several 
Shoho tribes, whom he hired for our service ; opening a friend] 

correspondence with Kassai, Prince of Tigre; communicating with 
Mr. Rassam and Dr. Blanc at Magdala, and arranging for the local 
supply of forage and provisions at Senafe. The advanced brigade, 
since placed under Colonel Field, was by these means securely estab- 
lished in that position before the bulk of the army waslanded at Zulla, 
and the health both of the men and animals was greatly benefited 
by their early removal to the upland plain. After the arrival of

the Commander-in-Chief Colonel Merewether was chiefly occupied 
in the political or diploniatic business of the expedition, having not 
only to negotiate with Kassai, but also with Go , Menilek, the 
King of 1] aud Masteeat, the Queen of the Gallas, each of 
whom had led an army to take advan’ of the expected over- 
throw of King Theodore, common foe, At the end of the 
campaign, instead of coming home with the others to En land, 
Colonel Merewether went to India, and at once took upon himaclt 
the provincial administration of Scinde, to which he was appointed 
a year ago. 

Annesley Bay had at one time the name of Adulicus Sinus, and 
the inhabitants were named Adulitae, Itis from the word “‘Adule”’ 
that the modern name Thulla or Zulla is derived. Adulis is said to 
have been first founded by slaves who esca from E, and it 
was the port by which the trade of Axum found hee way to 
Greece and Rome. The tusks of the elephant and rhinoceros of 
Abyssinian plains were then the ivory of commerce; the hides of 
the pn and tortoiseshell, the apes which the Roman 
ladies of rank valued as One ee Africa, 
found their way the port of ‘Adulis. Cosmas gives a 
description of the celebrated Monumentum Adblitanum, as it existed 
in the sixth century, in his second book of Christian To’ phy. 
This monument was a throne of white marble, with a slab of stone 
behind it, the whole being covered with Greek inscriptions. One 
inscription records that Peg Euergetes, B.c. 247-222; received 
from the Ethiopians and Arabs a number of elephants which 











he and his father had taken in hunting in this neighbourhood, 
and had trained to war in their own kingdom. 
part.of the inscription records the conquests of an anonymous 
Bthio ian King in Arabia and weg <n It has been sug 

that Adulis was the port from which Solomon got his ‘ivory, apes, 
and peacocks.” The apes are plentiful enough in Abyssinia 
to give colour to this theory; and, according to some of

the best authorities, the word which is translated “‘ peacocks "’ 
ought to be rendered “parrots,’’ which adds to the proba- 
bility of the suggestion. Sir Robert Napier gave orders for 
a party of sap under Captain Goodfellow, to make excava- 
tions at the site of this ancient city, which is hardly four miles from 
our camp at Zulla. Pieces of pottery, a few coins, and fragments

of marble and alabaster, some very beautifully ornamented were 
found here. After digging in two or three places, the remains of an 
old building were come upon. At first it was supposed to be a 
temple ; but the semicircular foundation of the apse, with a marble 
pavement, suggested a later date; and at last a fragment of marble 
with a St. John’s or Maltese cross upon it seemed to set the matter 
at rest. The pillars are square with the corners taken off, the same 
as the pillars in the rock-cut church of Dongolo. This would tend 
to point out the same date for each—the fourth century. The view 
of the excavations is taken from the western end, where there is a 
large piece of rough pavement and a row of large blocks o

stone. On the right of the Engraving is a Shoho burial-ground, 
where they have used up fragments of the ancient city in the way of 
tombstones, The modern Zulla, with the camp and shipping, is 
visible in the distance. One of our smaller Engravings shows the 
tt of marble with the cross upon it. The circle containing 
the cross would be about 2 ft. in diameter. The marble capital is 
about 18in. or 20in. high. It has a Greek, or, rather, Byzantine, 
be in its carving. The piece of pottery was found in fragments, 
which fitted t er, making one vessel of large dimensions, being 
nearly 4 ft. in height. Its supposed use was for holding wine; the 
shape of its lower end would indicate that it required a stand to keep 
it in an upright position. 
In describing the Maria Theresa dollar, the current money of 
Abyssinia, it was stated that there was no intermediate coin except 
ieces of salt. One of our Engravings shows the shape of these. 
ey are about 7 in. long, and are tied together in es, so that 
they may be carried on the backs of mules for transportation to the 
interior; and they form a large and important part of the com- 
merce not only of Abyssinia, but of the whole of North-Eastern 
Africa. It is impossible to tell how much they are worth, because . 
that is variable; every mile from the coast is an addition to their 
price, and far in the interior the cost of transport gives them a 
very high value. . .

THE CHESTER AND HOLYHEAD RAILWAY 
DISASTER. 

‘The inquest, held at the Townhall of Abergele, on the fate of the 
thirty-three persons destroyed by the late dreadful accident to the 
Irish day-mail express-train at Llanddulas, on the Chester and 
Holyhead Railway, has been continued several days this week. 
The Coroner for that division of Denbighshire, Dr. Evan Pierce, is 
assisted by a lawyer, Mr. E , of Flint, as assessor. The jury 
consists of respectable gentlemen of the neighbourhood ; the foreman 
being Mr. A. F. Watts, Chairman of the Pensaen local board. 
Mr. Littler, of the Northern Circuit, instructed by Mr. Preston, 
appears for the London and North-Western Railway Company ; 
Mr. W. Grantham, of the Home Circuit, instruc by Messrs. 
Houston and Wragg, for the manufacturers of the petroleum ; 
Mr. Goddard, solicitor, of Dublin, for the relatives of the late Lord 
Fernham and the late Rev. Sir N. Chinnery. 

On the first two or three days of the inquiry, as reported last 
week, several of the staff of managers and superintendents of the 
London and North- Western Railway attended ; and Lord Farnham, 
the Hon. R. Maxwell, and the Hon. W. Maxwell (brothers of the 
late Lord Farnham), with other relatives of the deceased, were pre- 
sent. The Coroner and jury went, on Tuesday week, in the after- 
noon, to visit the scene of the disaster and the siding at Llanddulas. 
At the spot where the accident happened there was still a strong 
odour of petroleum. Lying on the embankment by the side of the 
line were the rails which were taken up after the accident. One 
pair of these showed the violence of the concussion at one part of 
the train; nearly half way along a space of about 2 ft. had been 
forced into a curve comsihing ie a carriage-shaft. Up to that 
spot the rise of the line from Abergele station is only 1 in 410, but 
beyond that spot to within a very short distance of Llanddulas 
station the gradient is 1 in 100. The siding at the latter station is 
a very long one, and capable of holding, perhaps, as many as sixty 
trucks; it is inclined in an opposite direction to the main line, and 
at the farther end from the station the embankment on which the 
siding is formed is several feet high. . 

The burnt and blackened remains of the thirty-three bodies 
were interred, on Tuesday week, in Abergele churchyard. The 
funeral was performed amidst silent demonstrations of sorrow and 
sympathy on the part of the townspeople. Every shop was closed. 
The silence of death reigned in Abergele and Pensaen. There was 
not even the tolling of a funeral bell to break the stillness. By the 
early trains from Chester and Rhyll a large number of the relatives 
and friends of the dead, many from distant places, came into 
Abergele. All were in deep mourning. Precisely at ten o'clock 
they took their places in the churchyard near the door of the 
vestry-room, under the tower of the old church, the coffins having 
been piled there. Of the relatives of the late Lord and Lad 
Farnham thére were present Lord Farnham, the Hon. Ri 
S. Maxwell, the Hon. William Maxwell, and Mrs. Hotham, wife of 
Captain Hotham, and the niece of the late Lady Farnham. 
Of the relatives of the late Captain Edwardes there were 
his surviving children, Mr. Lea Priestly Edwardes, and Mr. 
Alfred Delaponte Edwardes; Sir Henry Edwardes, M.P., his 
brother; Major Waterhouse, M.P., his brother-in-law ; two sons of 
Sir Henry, his son-in-law, Captain Dearden, and Mr. Norris. Of 
the relatives of the late Judge Berwick, Miss Berwick, Mrs. Symes, 
and Miss Ingram, Mr. Edward Berwick, and Mr. John Berwick. 
Of the relatives of the late Misses Lea, the Rev. S. Simcox Lea. Of the 
relatives and friends of the late Mr. and Mrs. Aylmer and Miss Franks 
there were Mr. Franks, Mr. J. Franks, Mr. T. Greene, Mr. Charles 
Eade, and Sir J. J. Coghill. When the relatives and friends had 
assembled in the churchyard, the Rev. James Meredith (the Rector) 
and the Rev. James Taylor, of Bamberbridge, near Preston—him- 

self a mourner—came out of the church to meet them. When the 
rev. tlemen had reached the vestry-room, the door was opened, 
and Mr. Taylor commenced the first sentences of the burial service. 
He continued the service while returning into the church; and 
the mourners, two-and-two, walked after him and Mr. Meredith.

the bains de mer hats are almost universally worn, and the few 
bonnets with any style about them that one encounters in the 
‘* Bois’’ are already more or less out of date. The coming novelty 
is the “Chapeau Russe,’”’ patronised by Madame la Marquise de 
Gallifet, one of the most noted leaders of fashion ; tall in shape and 
covered with black lace, with three feathers posed at the top and 
drooping over behind, with lappets to protect the ears against 
September winds, and black velvet strings intended to be fastened 
beneath the chin. The petite fanchons—“ fanchonettes,’’ as they 
are beginning to be styled—in pearl grey silk tulle, are trimmed 
with wreaths of moss roses, with a rich aigrette of black downy- 
looking feathers at the side, and a veil of rose-coloured tulle. 
Others, for autumn wear, are ornamented with velvet and satin 
flowers, with large daisies, having bright yellow centres and leaves 
dotted over with jet beads. 

The “chapeau de campagne” is of white or tinted straw, bound 
with green taffeta and trimmed with a wreath of field flowers. 
Other round hats, almost flat in shape, are trimmed with either 
feathers or flowers, or encircled with a rolled-up veil. Chapeaux 
formed of puffs of yellow tulle are trimmed with a large purple 
flower and variegated leaves; the strings, of yellow blonde lace, 
fastened behind in a large bow, are usually bordered with a narrow 
black edging. Chapeaux-fanchons are made in puffed rose silk 
gauze, with flowers or leaves ornamenting the front, and with a 
ruche of rose-coloured taffeta behind, to which is attached a large 
veil of the same colour. Others are of crystallised blue tulle, 
ornamented in front with a row of white roses, each separa’ 
the other by a tuft of blue silk; the strings are of blue taffeta, with 
@ narrow white satin stripe. 

At the dains de mer, for anything like dress, taffeta is your 
only wear. Robes courtes are made of speckled white and es 
taffeta, trimmed with ruches of green satin at the bottom of the 
under and upper jupes and at the seams of the upperone. The 
high corsage, with its tight sleeves, is trimmed to correspond. With 
this costume a sash of green taffeta, fastened behind in a | bow, 
is worn.

From the high corsage long lappets, trimmed with narrow ruches 
to correspond, fall down both in front and behind, presenting almost 
the appearance of a triple jupe. 

A costume in light purple taffeta, which has the under jupe 
trimmed with several small flounces, is ornamented with a rich 
narrow braid of yellow buttercups, on a black satin ground, placed 
above each flounce at the openings of the loose wide sleeves and 
round the wide lappets of the upper jupe. With this costume a 
long sash is also worn. 

e Manteau Abbé, a kind of long — scarf of the same colour 
as the robe, to which it is attached behind at the upper part of the 
corsage, is at this moment the most striking article of feminine 
attire.

THE BUTE INLET ROUTE, BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
At a late meeting of the Royal Geographical Society, a rwas™ 
read on ‘‘ The Geography and Mountain Passes of British Columbia, 
with reference to an Overland Route,’”’ by Mr. A. Waddington, who 
has devoted many years in exploring, personally or by his agents, 
the different valleys and em to ascertain which is the most prac- 
ticable for a waggon-road and railroad from the Pacific across the 
Rocky Mountains. In explaining the nature of the country, the 
author said that the two mountain ranges — the Cascade or 
Range, having an average width of 110 miles, and the Rocky Moun- 
tains, a width of 150 miles—nearly meet on the southern frontier of 
the colony; but diverge farther north, and leave a fertile central 
plain 120 miles wide. In the southern part of the country all 
attempts to discover practicablé passes had been in vain, and no 
through route was ble by way of the mouth of the Frazer river. 
He had exami the various long inlets or fiords to the north- 
ward, and found Bute Inlet to be by far the most suitable as 
the Pacific terminus of the future overland route. He had dis- 
covered a river flowing into the head of the inlet, and had planned 
a dray-road through the narrow valley thus formed through the 
whole width of the coast range. The road that he had projected 
ran north-eastwardly across the oye struck the Upper Frazer, 
opposite the mouth of the Quesnelle River. The Frazer is here a 
navigable stream, and affords a route to the Yellow-head Pass of 
the Mountains, which leads to the rich level country on the 
eastern of the range, extending towards the Red River Settle- 
ment. The Yellow-head Pass, according to Dr. Rae, is 3760 ft. 
above the sea level, the central plain is 2500 ft. in its southern part, 
and the Bute Inlet trail runs across it between 51 deg. and 53 deg. 
N. lat. The pasture is excellent, and the cereals pene my wheat) 
can be grown. Mr. Waddington stated that the Canadian Govern- 
ment had already begun to construct the eastern end of the over- 
land waggon-road between Lake Superior and Red River; but that 
no arrangement had yet been entered into with regard to the other 
sections, and he urged the importance of the undertaking on 
political and commercial grounds.

The following announcement has appeared in the Leipsic journals. 
We: recommend it to the attention of our English lovers of 
Mendelssohn :—‘‘ Mendelssohn's greatness as a composer is mainly 
connected with the important work which he accomplished in 
Leipsic. It was from Leipsic that, through his influence, a nobler 
taste in music diffused itself far and near. It was from Leipsic that 
the works of the most eminent of his contemporaries, after being 
performed at the Gewandhaus Concerts under his direction, went 
forth on their career to other towns. It was in Leipsic that 
many of his own greatest compositions were first performed. A 
crowd of distinguished pupils testify to his success as a 
teacher in the Conservatoire which he himself founded there, 
and it Was to Leipsic that he always pointed as his second home. 
Mendelssohn’s Leipsic life, also, both artistic and social, forms 
the centre point of the undying interest which is felt in him by the 
whole of a grateful maatedl world—an interest which his followers 
are bound to perpetuate by some worthy memorial of his work. 
That this has not been already accomplished is a reproach which 
has been long acknowledged ; and it is with the view of removing 
this reproach that a committee has been formed for the erection 
of a Mendelssohn monument in Leipsic, on an appropriate scale, 
to which they invite the assistance of all the friends and admirers 
of the beloved master. Musical societies are specially invited to aid 
by performances for the purpose, the proceeds of which can be for- 
warded to the committee.’”’ The members of the committee are 
the most eminent German musicians of the day.

which promises to be even more brilliant than her triumphs 
have already been. We have before us the Daily Alta California, 
which contains an account of her third concert, on July 16, which 
appears to have been a scene of excitement and enthusiasm rarely 
witnessed on this side of the Atlantic. This lady is certainly the 
most successful vocalist that has ever been heard in America, not 
excepting either Jenny Lind or Sontag. But in the midst of this 
splendid career abroad does she not, by her protracted absence, 
somewhat endanger her position at home, where, on her return, 
she will have to contend with new and formidable rivals?

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ST. PAUL’S CHURCH, ST. LEONARDS- 
ON-SEA. 


This new church opened by the Ven. Arch- 
deacon Otter, in i bsence of the Bishop of 
Chichester, on Thursday, the 27th ult. t is 
situated on the hill immediately above Warrior- 
square, adjoining the upper end of Church-road. 
The site was purchased by the late Mr. W. Gilliat, 
of East Hoathly, in the year 1866, for the pur- 
»08e of erecting this church upon it. The building 
~ been constructed from the designs and under 
the superintendence of Mr. J. Newton, architect, 
of Salisbury-street, Strand. The contractors were 
Messrs. Jackson and Shaw, of Earl-street, West- 
minster. It has already cost £12,000, but we are 
informed that the ultimate cost of the church will 
amount to nearly £20,000. 

The exterior of the building is of local blue 
stone with Bath stone dressings. There are two 
porches The tower is 82ft. high, and is to be 
surmounted by a spire about 80 ft. in height. The 
interior calculated to seat about 700 persons, 
and consists of a nave and two side aisles, the 
northern aisle terminating in the tower, in which 
is the organ, and facing this on the south side is 
the chancel aisle. The nave is separated from 
the side aisles by four richly-decorated arches on 
each side, which are supported by six circulat 
shafts and four ‘‘ responds,’’ alternately of Devon- 
shire marble and the Greek green marble. These 
are most beautiful monoliths, and are worthily 
surmounted by exquisitely-carved capitals. The 
clerestory has a succession of narrow lights grouped 
together, harmonising well with the noble roof 
above them. The east end consists of a chancel 
and sacrarium, terminated by an apse, of the 
horsesh form, containing five windows filled 
with stained glass by Messrs. Clayton and Bell. 
The floor is paved with marble and Minton’s 
tiles; the sacrarium floor containing five marble 
medallions of the slaying of the Innocents, the 
stoning of St. Stephen, the beheading of St. Paul, 
that of St. James, and the crucifixion of St. Peter. 
There are also five smaller but equally rich me- 
dallions representing the emblems of the suffer- 
ings of the Saviour. All of these are incised in 
Sicilian marble from cartoons supplied by Messrs. 
Burlison and Grylls, of Newman-street, as well as 
the sculptures, incised in alabaster, of the Lord's 
Supper in the reredos, which will be shortly fixed. 
The Rector is the Rev. Henry Robinson, M.A. 


ST. JAMES’S CHURCH, DENTON 
HOLME, CARLISLE. 


The Church of St. James was lately built at 
Denton Holme, Carlisle, on a site known as Seven 
Wells Bank, said to have been used for public 


baptism in the earliest ages of the faith by the 
monks of Durham, also for a chapel dedicated to 
the Venerable St. Bede. The ground descending 
rapidly towards the east shows the chancel end to 
great advantage, and causes it to stand out pro- 
minently from the Holme. The architects were 


Measrs. Andrews, Son, and Pepper, of Bradford. 
The plan of the church is characterised by sim- 
plicity and convenience of arrangement. It con- 
sists of a nave with north and south aisles, 74 ft. 
in length; width across, 50ft.; and a chancel, 
lighted by three trefoil windows, which is 35 ft. 
long, having a semicircular end. The principal 
entrance, at the south-west corner, has a richly 


moulded and carved doorway. There is another 
entrance at the north-west corner. Above the 
south-west entrance rises the tower, surmounted 
by a spire 120 ft. high, and terminated by a beautiful wrought-iron 
cross, with angle pinnacles and other ornaments. The cost of the 
building was about £4500. . 


ALL SAINTS’ CHURCH, BADEN-BADEN. 


The English Church at Baden-Baden, which was opened a twelve- 
month ago, has been three years in process of erection, and contri- 
butions to defray its cost have been collected for nearly ten years 

ast. It owes its completion almost entirely to Lord Augustus 
Loftus, English Ambassador at Berlin, and Lady Augustus 
Loftus. The indefatigable exertions of the latter lady have been 
crowned by the very successful singing of a small choir of German 
boys, who have been entirely trained by her Ladyship. The church 
stands at the southern side of the town, upon a piece of ground 
given gratuitously by the town of Baden to the English congrega- 
tion, and has been erected in the Early Middle Pointed Style, from 
plans kindly given by Mr. Wyatt. he exterior is built of the red | 
sandstone of the country, with white stone dressings; the interior, 
with the exception of the pillars and arches, being plastered, and

the walls of the chancel above the reredos to the east, and on | 


the north and south sides, being elaborately coloured. The reredos 
itself is of tiles and marble, and, as well as the tiles with which the 
chancel is paved and the brass communion rail and lights, is of 
English design and execution. The church consists of nave 
and aisles, 60 ft. long by 38ft.; chancel, 26ft. by 18ft.; 
and vestry and organ chamber as a small south chancel 
aisle. It is seated throughout with low open seats of stained deal, 
and is, perhaps, one of the most thoroughly English-looking in- 
teriors to be seen on the Continent. ‘The nave and aisle roofs are 
open to the rafters, the interstices being coloured light blue. The 
chancel roof is a waggon-headed vaulting, with handsomely-carved 
bosses at the intersections of the ribs. It is hoped that the whole 
church will shortly be filled with stained glass; at present the east 
window, a gift of Lady A. Loftus, representing Our Lord’s Resur- 
rection, is the only one inserted. A second one is in hand, both 
being executed at Munich. The handsomely-carved eagle lectern 
isa present of the Grand Duchess of Baden; the font was given 
by the Princess Royal of England, Crown Princess of Prussia. A 
small bell-turret, with two bells, surmounts the west end of the 
church, and the bellropes hang through to the floor of the church. 
Altogether, if we may except the inconvenient position of the font, 
blocking up the passage in the very centre of the church, entirel 
without regard to its usual symbolical arrangement, it may be said 
that the new church of Baden is one of the most successful of the 
smaller buildings dedicated to the service of the English Church on 
the Continent. It has been placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Bishop of London; the first Incumbent is the Rev. H. de Romestin, 
M.A., Oxon; and Divine service is performed regularly in it 
throughout the year.

y, and afford, gratuitously, all the assistance in their power to 
protect intending emigrants against fraud and imposition, and to 
obtain rédress where oppression or injury has been practised on 
them.
